T he Street Car S trik e-M ore R io tin g . 
N ew Y ork, August 2<ffh.—Two 
cars 
started out early on the Broadway line. 
They have strong police protection, and no 
crowd is tolerated anywhere. 
W iien ear 
290, of the Broadway line, got' down to 
Forty-fourth 
street, about 10 o’clock, it 
was attacked by a mob of roughs and 
strikers and thrown from the track. A 
wild scene followed for a few moments. 
The crack of policemen's clubs upon the 
heads of roughs could be heard above the 
yells and curses of the mob. 
it took but a 
few m om ents’ vigorous work by the police 
to clear Broadway and send the strikers 
flying down the side street's. 
A num ber of 
cars are being run by the Broadway road, 
each car carrying six policemen, and the 
streets are also tilled with blue-eoats. The 
mob is in bad temper, but none of the 
roughs dare do more than shout and hurl 
stones through the car window and then 
seek the shelter of some alleyway. 
N ew York, August 26th—2:30 r. m.—Po­ 
lice Inspector Steers has jHst telegraphed 
to Police Superintendent M urray that the 
mob of rioters and strikers has collected in 
upper Broadway and started down town. 
T he reserves have been ordered to the 
scene. 
N ew Y ork, August 20tb.—The threat­ 
ened mob on Broadway quickly dispersed. 
It is believed th at unless a settlem ent is 
reached by sundown a genera! tie-up wiil 
be ordered tom orrow . 


N e w Y o r k , A ugust 20th.—Rioting and 
violence continues on the Broadway line. 
The strikers have been reinforced by roughs 
who infest the west side of the town, and 
the police this m orning bad a hard strug­ 
gle with a mob of desperate men. 
Two 
cars were successfully run, lqpeting with no 
opprsUion from the crowds which lined the 
sidewalks and side streets. The third car 
was not in fortunate. At the corner of 
Forty-fourth street it was discovered that 
the switch had been gagged with broken 
stones. As soon as the car •copp,,[ a mob 
of a thousand men surrounded it, throw ­ 
ing bricks anil stones at the driver, and 
jeering at his efforts to clear the switch. 
Five policemen on Ihe car jum ped eii, and 
made an effort to scatter the crowd. 
lu the 
tw inkling of an eye the horses were cut 
louse, ami started on a gallop up the ave­ 
nue, while a hundred hands helped to over­ 
turn the car. The driver and conductor, 
frightened by the dem onstration of the 
strikers, attem pted to abandon the car, but 
the police captured them , and m arched 
them to the station-house. 
A squad of fif­ 
teen policemen now arrived, and dispersed 
the crowd with their night clubs. The car 
was righted and started on its journey. Se­ 
rious trouble is feared when tite Belt line 
attem pts to start its first car. 
It runs 
through the hardest portion of the city, and 
is noted for its num erous desperate gangs. 
The police were informed this afternoon 
that ¡files of brick and stone had been car­ 
ried to the roofs of the tenem ent houses 
along the route, the intention of the strik­ 
ers being to hurl them down on the cars if 
they attem pt to m ake the trip. 
N ew Y ork, A ugust 26th.—This after­ 
noon it was given out that the Broadway 
car troubles were at an end, that the com­ 
pany and strikers had agreed, and that the 
cars would be running in tw.i hours. 
At 
m idnight there are no signs of cars, and it 
is understood that the secret mceting.which 
is trying to solve the m uedle, is still in 
session. 
N ew York, August 26th.—The strike of 
the Broadway street-car men is settled, and 
the men will all go back to work on the 
term s that were offered them by 1'resident 
Thompson on Tuesday, and which were 
reittsed at the time. 
The Executive Board 
of the Em pire Protective Association had 
not favored the tie-up from the begin­ 
ning 03 a m atter of policy, and have made 
persistent efforts to get tbe men to m ake 
some kind of a compromise.

London, August 26:h.— A London cable 
says: The tithe rent tiots in north Wales 
have assumed a serious aspect. 
A sim ilar 
outbreak occurred several weeks ago. 
J; is 
a quarrel between the people and the 
Established Church. 
N ine-tenths of the 
people of Wales are non-conformists, and 
are bitterly opposed to the Church of Eng­ 
land, vet at least one thousand clergymen 
of the Church ot England itave their liv­ 
ings there. The present disturbances arise 
from the refusal of the whole com m unity 
of farmers at Llanam ion to pav this year s 
tithe rent unless the rector of the parish. 
Rev. Evan Evans, would m ake a reduction 
of 25 per cent. This be declined to do, 
whereupon tbe farmers told him th at he 
would have to get his m oney the best way 
he could. Evans hired a iatvver to distrain 
for his tithes. A few days ago three bailiffs 
from Chester went over to seize the prop­ 
erty ot tbe revolting farmers, whereupon 
the latter armed themselves and drove the 
bailiffs off. 
Evans and his wife were com­ 
pelled to Hec, and those people who bad 
paid the tithes were serenadtsl with a beat­ 
ing of tin pans every night by tbe furious 
mob. 
Tbe bailiffs 
having faffed, Mr. 
W haley, auctioneer at Chester, was em ­ 
ployed logo out to Llanarnion and sell the 
property of the farmers who had refused to 
pay. 
H e arrived on Monday with the 
clerk of tbe rector's solicitor. In tbe m ean­ 
time hundreds of colliers from tbe neigh­ 
boring m ines m arched up in a body to 
assist the farmers.

Loss.—H. B. Sanders, 
of Orland, has furnished the Times the fol­ 
lowing information, which may be inter­ 
esting, and also form a basis of calculation 
for estim ating the lots where grain lias 
been blown out by the wind. 
He ascer­ 
tained that one hundred grains of wheat 
had been counted to the measured square 
foot, and taking 
th is for a basis, he 
weighed one hundred grains of average 
sized wheat and found that it weighed ex­ 
actly sixtv-two grains, avoirdupois w eight; 
this sum m ultiplied by nine, the num ber 
of feet in a square yard, would give 55S 
grains, and this sum m ultiplied by 301, 
the num ber of square yards in a square 
rod. would give 16,879} g rains: this sum 
multiplied by 160, the num ber of square 
rods in a square acre, would give 2.700.720 
grains, and this result divided by 7,000, the 
num ber of avoirdupois grains in a pound, 
will give 385 pounds, or. in other words, 
three times as much as would be necessary 
to seed the ground, or about £4 50 worth at 
present prices. Thus it will be seen that 
on every one hundred acres tbe loss would 
am ount to 38.500 pounds, which would be 
worth $430.—Butte fUcortl.

Los A n g e l e s , August 26th.—The Con­ 
vention was called to order prom ptly at 10 
o’clock this morning. 
John P. Jackson, of the Committee on 
Credentials, reported that in the case of the 
contest in Alameda county the contestant 
had been seated. The contest of two seats 
in Kern was decided by seating the sitting 
members. 
In the case of the five delegates from the 
T hirty-sixth 
Assembly District of San 
Francisco, the contestants have been seated. 
[The delegation unseated was known as 
Conroy and Chute men, and the delegates 
adm itted are led by Kowalsky, and known 
as Higgins men.] 
The report relating to perm anent officers 
was adopted w ithout division. 
A. L. Chandler, of the Committee on 
Perm anent Organization and Order of Bus­ 
iness, reported in favor of General Barnes 
for perm anent Chairm an, and that the 
other tem porary officers be m ade perm a­ 
nent ; also, that the following be the order 
of business: 
F irst—Nom ination of Supreme Justices. 
Second—Adoption of platform and reso­ 
lutions. 
T hird—Nomination of Governor, Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor, Secretary of State, Con­ 
troller, Treasurer, Attorney-General, Sur­ 
veyor, General Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, Clerk of Supreme Court. 
Fourth—Selection 
of a State Central 
Committee—one from each Assembly dis­ 
trict, the Executive Committee to be ap­ 
pointed by the Chairm an of this Conven­ 
tion. 
On motion, the report was adopted w ith­ 
out division. 


G ENERAL 1IARNES 
ADDRESSES 
THU CONVEN­ 
TION . 
There were then loud calls for General 
Barnes, who came forward and spoke as 
follow s: 
I said yesterday, in taking my seat as tem­ 
porary Chairman, that should I be perm itted to 
continue ill Ihe peim anent office, 1 should 
take that occasion oi addressing you. I desire 
again lo thank you cordially for the honor con­ 
ferred. I feel it a vc rv high honor for any citi­ 
zen to preside over a body ot m en such as this, 
and although my preferences are well known, 
if 1 know how to be just aud fair and able in 
any sense to put behind me all personal feel­ 
ings. [ will do it fearlessly and honestly. It is 
said iu the section of the State from which 1 
came th at it Is hardly fair for one known a s a 
railroad attorney to mix in politics. There 
seems to lie a fatality for a lawyer to be asso­ 
ciated with any corporation. He is disfran­ 
chised or carries his retainer in every walk of 
life and wears a collar. So long as 1 have been 
in their eases, in Court, my retainer stopped at 
the Cuurl-house door, 
t want you to under­ 
stand that i am free and untrammeied—as free 
as the sun that shines. I have yet to see the 
tirst person to come to me to say one word upon 
the subject of polities or try to influence me in 
any way. 1 receive my fee and give value re­ 
ceived in return. It is said that we of San Fran­ 
cisco came here in the interest of irrigation. I 
represent no interest of any kind. 
1 consider the calling of the extra session of 
the legislature one of the best things l lint ever 
happened in the .State lor the Republican party. 
1 was glad to see the grand old Democratic 
party doing this wrong thing in the right ¡¡me. 
The assault of the Chief Executive of the State 
upon the Supreme Court was simply because 
Unit Court Decided the law itpoti a question as 
the law is. Such a preceding might lie expected 
in Mexico. I would rather la: an unclad African 
in the jungles of Afrit a than be a citizen in a 
country that tolerated such conduct. The waters 
nl the State should be cherished and guarded, 
the deserts given that which will make them 
blossom and bloom, yield abundant crops, and 
produce more men, women and children to the 
acre than any other section in the world. 
The 
extra session of the Legislature would have 
done its whole duty had they, instead of holding 
a long session ana paying themselves a per 
diem of SlnO.OOO, appointed a.Commission to in­ 
vestigate the subject of irrigation in various por­ 
tions ot the world, and given the Commission 
the money squandered. The subject will receive 
a proper consideration. If there are rights, they 
should be condemned for file public use. 1 do 
not think it right that this question should be 
p. .«1 11p.-ul by a Legislature drawn together lo­ 
an Executive in secret—a Governor who ought 
to go into a dime museum as the champion 
idiot of the universe. 
The speaker concluded by adverting to 
“ the importance of the Convention from 
a political point of view, and the great in­ 
terest to he subserved by the ticket to be 
nom inated, and the necessity for tlie per­ 
petuation of the great history of the Re­ 
publican party. Defeat two year? ago lie 
attributed to dissensions among Republi­ 
cans, and not to Democratic votes. 
I.et the 
choice of this Convention be everybody’s 
choice. 
Let there be no strikers when we 
adjourn, but let us all join hands to 
achieve the success that is so near.”

concluded w ith a eulogy of the Grand 
A rm y of the Republic. 


REGULAR ORDER RESUM ED. 
The balance of the report on order of 
business was then taken up. 
L. B. Mizner moved to am end the report 
so as to provide for the nom ination of a 
Supreme Court Justice to take the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Justice Iloss. 
George E. Gard moved to am end that the 
ballot be taken for all the candidates at 
once, the two receiving tlie highest vote 
taking the long term s and the next highest 
the vacancy. 
The am endm ent was opposed by Mizner, 
who said these offices being the most im ­ 
portant to come before the Convention, 
they ought not to be hunched to save a 
little tim e. Card’s am endm ent was lost 
and Mizner’s adopted. The report was then 
adopted. 
T. J. Sherwood moved to am end that iti 
addition to one m ember from each Assem­ 
bly district on the State Central Committee, 
every county be allowed at least one m em ­ 
ber.

Nom­ 
inations for Suprem e Justices were then 
declared in order.

REPORT O r TH E COMMITTEE ON PLATFORM . 
H enry Kdgerton read the report of the 
Committee on Platform . 
During its read­ 
ing he was frequently interrupted with ap­ 
plause. The platform is as follow s: 
The Republican party of California, in Con­ 
vention assembled, reaffirms its devotion to the 
great purposes for which it was organized, aud 
for which it has been m aintained. 
It has pre­ 
served free government aud secured to all the 
inhabitants of these United States the great 
rights which lie at the foundation of all just 
government—the right to life, property and the 
pursuit of happiness—and its mission will not 
be fully accomplished until the laws are so con­ 
strued and administered that an invasion of 
these inalienable rights, even as against the 
humblest person, shall become impossible. 
It 
points with pride to the fact that it has ingrafted 
these principles upon the national Constitution, 
thereby giving to every one the protection 
which the power of 60,000,000 of freemen af­ 
fords. 
Guided by a firm faith iu these great 
principles it has. during its long aud eventful 
history, done nothing for w hich it lias to apolo­ 
gize. 
When it took the Government from the 
Democratic party it found a country disturbed 
by dissensions; States seceding aud threatening 
sece-sion; the Treasury empty and the public 
credit impaired: the arsenals plundered and 
fortresses invested: a hostile Government, whose 
foundation was hum an slavery, fully armed iu 
our midst; w ith ojien foes at the South, and se­ 
cret enemies at the North. 
When called upon 
to surrender its great trust, it delivered to its 
successors a united country, a free jieople, an 
overflowing Treasury, public credit higher than 
that of any other nation on earth, arsenals and 
the Government works intact, the flag of the 
Union floating in peace over a great, prosper­ 
ous. happy nation, commanding the admiration 
and respect of m ankind. Reaffirming the prin­ 
ciples enunciated in the national platform 
adopted at Chicago iu 1881. and the State plat­ 
form adopted at Sacramento in the same year, 
in so tar as now applicable, the Republican 
party of California makes the following addi­ 
tional declaration of principles: 


X.— LABOR. 
I.abor is honorable, and tbe laborer in every 
walk of life should be honored. Upon free, in­ 
telligent labor and its w ise direction depends 
tiie prosperity of the nation. Everything which 
is useful and valuable to man is the result of 
labor in some form, and its careful protection 
should be the tirst consideration of the states­ 
man. The value of labor must depend upon its 
producing capacity, and this mti.-t be measured 
b7tite intelligence of the laborer. The liberal 
education of the laborer, therefore, is the tirst 
step toward the greatest, tbe wisest and the 
most protituble development of the resources of 
the country aud the elevation of its workmen. 
To ao<-ompli.sk litis the public school system 
should be preserved, protected mid extended, 
until its ennobling influence penetrates to every 
licarthstonc aud increases the usefulness of ev­ 
ery person. The Republican party declares its 
tirm belief thst co operation among laborers i* 
tor rite best interests of society: that while cap­ 
ital is enliCed to all safeguards necessary to in­ 
duce its generous investment, and while as­ 
saults upon social order proceeding from persons 
falsetv representing themselves as friends of la­ 
bor must tie steiuly repressed, the Republican 
party will never sanction any legislation which 
would restrict wagc-earners from co-operating 
and organizing for their general protection and 
advancem ent: but. on the contrary, will enact 
liberal laws fostering and encouraging co-opera­ 
tion. 
it.—m in in g — s il v e r . 
Mining is one of the material interests of this 
State, aud coast, and one of the most valuable 
productions is silver. This industry, not alone 
because ot the worth of its production, but also 
because of the fact that it affords employment 
to many thousands of people, and because of 
the fact that over 60 per cent, oi the value of 
the product represents the wages of labor, 
should tie protected and encouraged. To this 
end we are in favor of the free coinage of silver, 
the product of our mines, and of tlie issuance 
by the Government of silver certificates. We 
denounce the itolicy of the Democratic Na­ 
tional Administration, which, in the iuterestst 
of the few. would deprive the people of silver 
as a circulating medium. 
Iti.—TIIE CHINESE QUESTION. 
The Chinese cannot aud will not assimilate 
w ith our own race. Their peculiar character­ 
istics are utterly incompatible with those of our 
own people, ifo long as they are here they must 
be among us, yet apart from us. Such a popu­ 
lation is most undesirable. The Republican 
party therefore declares that their coming here 
must lie stopped, while those who are here 
under treaty stipulation must be treated hu­ 
manely, ana receive the protection of law. It 
¡«tints’with just pride to the fact that the Repub­ 
lican Senate cf tbe United States, by unani­ 
mous vote, lias passed a bill for the restriction 
of Chinese immigration, and denounces the ac­ 
tion of the Democratic House of Representa­ 
tives for refusirg its concurrence iu a measure 
universally demanded by the people of this 
coast, aud which is necessary for the protection 
aud elevation of free labor. 


IV.—TAXATION. 
The Supreme Court of the United States hav­ 
ing failed to determine whether or not the 
method of taxing railroad corporations as de­ 
clared by our Slate Constitution is in conflict 
with the Constitution of the United StafeS, we 
are without an authoritative rule which might 
otherwise relieve the question of its present 
embarrassing complications, and this subject 
requires of our Legislature and Executive most 
deliberare action. There is to be submitted to 
the people at the ensuing election the " Heath 
am endment," so called, relating to railroad 
taxation. Without m aking this a party ques­ 
tion, or assuming a position for or against this 
amendment, yet some remedy for existing de­ 
fects in the law must be provided at the earliest 
moment possible. The gravity of this m atter 
puts it on a place above the range of party ¡«di­ 
lles, and demands the serious attention oi the 
best-thinking people of the State. In this_ re­ 
spect. and in all others, we favor equal and just 
taxation for the maintenance ot the Govern­ 
ment, and affirm that all should pay a full share 
of the public taxes fairly due and ill accordance 
with tnc broad principles of equity. 
V.—IR RIG AT* UN. 
One of the most important questions soon to 
he considered by the people ot California is the 
proper utilization ot its water courses for the 
purpose of irrigation, and when this great work 
is accomplished, our Slate will support per acre 
a greater population than any other state in the 
Union, and fertilize and till with prosperity vast 
domains otherwise dedicated to perpetual bar­ 
renness. The Republican party njipToaches this 
great question with tt caretul deliberation, not 
less grave titan that w itlt which it has debated 
and happily determ ined other momentous «-re­ 
jects, in the confident expectation that, if in­ 
trusted with the power to do so, it will enact 
such iaws us v.qll secure ami receive the ap­ 
proval of the people, and here it affirms as fol­ 
lows : 
. First—it is in favor of lite immediate passage 
'of a law declaring that henceforth no rights to 
water shall be acquired by appropriation which 
will iu any m anner obstruct the State in the 
control thereof wbeuevei it shuil see proper to 
exercise such control. 
Second—It is iu favor of the passage of laws 
which will prevent the monopolization of the 
waters of tiie state and promote their utilization 
tn the greatest extent ¡«ssibie. 
Third—In the passage of any laws upon this 
subject, individual rights must he protected; 
hut if those rights are found to interfere with 
cifeetuating a just distribution of water and its 
utilization by the people upon equal terms, 
then sucti tights should be condemned and 
taken for public use, under the same principles 
upon which all private property is condemned 
anil taken lor public use, upon compensation 
being made therefor. 


VI.—VITICULTURE AND HORTICULTURE. 
That the prosperity of our vitieultural and 
horticultural industries is of paramount im- 
portunce to this State. 
In order to encourage 
titeir tapid improvement and a freer expansion 
of trade in domestic aud foreign markets, to 
prevent unjust discrimination in favor of for­ 
eign products, a teviston of internal revenue 
laws and amendments to the tariff are de oand- 
ed as of immediate necessity, and our people 
and the Legislature should, by suitable legisla­ 
tion, provide for the effective exterm ination of 
all fruit pests. 


V II.—COAST AND TARIFF PROTECTION. 
That the Republican party earnestly urges 
lijara the Federal Government the immediate 
necessity of fortifying the principal seaports of 
the nation iu suelt a m anner as to protect the 
national honor and the property and territory 
of the Deop’.e Irom foreign invasion, t 
We demand in behalf of the great wool-grow­ 
ing interest of our State, a restoration of the 
wool tariff of 1867: denounce the recent attempt 
of the Democratic majority in the national 
House of Representatives to pass the Morrison 
bill reducing tariff duties and placing wool on 
the tree list. 


V III.—TH E PRESENT STATE ADMINISTRATION. 
We denounce the present State Administra- 
tration as most wasteful anil incompetent. Its 
weakness, extravagance and vacillating policy 
has brought reproach upon the fair fame of Cal­ 
ifornia. 
IX .— EXTRA SESSION. 
We recognize the great truth that no govern­ 
ment can be republican in form unless the three 
departments—legislative, judicial and execu­ 
tive—arc separate aud independent, the one 
Irom the other. We declare that the calling of 
an extra session of the Legislature for the pur­ 
pose of reversing a decision of the Supreme 
Court of the State has no parallel iu the history 
of this country': that the policy which dictated 
it wax unAmerican aud revolutionary', and 
thnt n*> words of censure can adequately charac­ 
terize this attem pt to destroy the inde¡>endence 
of a co ordinate branch of tiie Government. 
The Republican party submits its platform 
and its candidates to the intelligence and the 
patriotism of the people, and Invokes to their 
support ail, without regard to past affiliation, 
w ho desire just laws, g o d government, peace 
and security. True to its mission, it will bring 
to the solution of the important subjects in­ 
volved 
broad, statesmanlike and equitable 
raelho<ls. 
Bom to protect hum an' rights, it 
never can be brought, by any argument or by 
auv pressure, lo deprive any one of a right, 
however -mail, without awarding just compen­ 
sation. 1'i-om this platform of principles and 
upon its past record it appeals with confidence 
to the eftudiil judgment oi an intelligent peo­ 
ple. and as to the consequences, i- willing to 
take its chances and abide its destiny. 


Eagon of Amador moved to strike out ¡ 
the reference to irrigation. 
Lost by a large 
vote. 
Henderson of .Sonoma opposed the clause ! 
of the platform relating to the organization 
of labor, and moved to am end that the Re­ 
publican party lavora the organization of 


labor in special cases, for self-protection 
only. Tiie motion received no second. 
The motion to adopt the platform seri­ 
atim was lost, and it was adopted as a 
whole, without division. 
NOMINATIONS FOR GOVERNOR. 
Nom inations for Governor were next in 
order. 
Kdgerton moved that all speeches in 
nom inating or seconding the nom ination 
of candidates be lim ited to five m inutes. 
Carried. 
M oorehouse of Monterey placed in nom ­ 
ination Hon. John F. Swift in an eloquent 
anil eulogistic speech, which .was loudly 
applauded. 
\V. H . L. Barnes called Colonel Dickin­ 
son to the chair, took the floor, and nom ­ 
inated General 
Dimond. 
H is remarks 
were eloquent, and frequently interrupted 
with wild cheering. 
Judge Gurroutte, of Yolo, named Chas. 
F . Reed, oi K nights Landing. H e was 
loudly citeered. 
J. 1*. Jackson, of Napa, placed in nom ­ 
ination Chancellor H artson. The nom in­ 
ation was greeted with applause. 
Maclav, 
of Los Angeles, seconded the nom ination 
of Judge H artson. 
Newton Booth sec­ 
onded the nom ination of John Swift, and 
Geo. A. Knight and H enry Kdgerton sec­ 
onded the nom ination of Chas. F. Iieed. 
Tom Fitch seconded the nom ination of 
General Dimond in a most eloquent silver- 
tongued speech, the very best eifort of the 
Convention. A t his close the cheering 
lasted for several seconds. 
Boyce, of Los Angeles, also indorsed Di- 
mond. 
Burtis, of San Lui3 Obispo, W. T. 
Garratt, of San Francisco, and 11. I. Kow- 
lasky, of San Francisco, al.«o seconded the 
nom ination of Dimond. 
The candidates were then called to the 
stage and indorsed the platform. Each were 
loudly cheered. 
The first roll call resulted as follow s: 
Dimond 153. Hartson 108, Swift 108, Reed 
84. Total votes, 453; necessary to a choice, 
229. 
A djourned to 8 p. si. 
E vening Session. 
The Convention reconvened at S o’clock. 
T he Chair announced corrections of the 
first ballot as follow s: Dintoml received

U nder “ An Act to provide for compiling, 
illustrating,electrotyping, printing,binding, 
copyrighting and distributing a State series 
of* school text-books, and appropriating 
money therefor,” approved February 26. 
1885, the State Board of Education lias 
caused to be compiled a series of three 
Readers, one Speller aud one A rithmetic. 
1 now, therefore, call your attention to 
Section 7 of the Act referred to, which pre­ 
scribes ike duties of the Boards of Super­ 
visors, atol which reads as follows: 
Section 7, It shall be the duty of the Boards 
of Supervisors ot* the counties, or cities and 
counties, in this State, to provide n revolving 
fund, for tlie purpose of enabling ihe County 
Superintendents to purchase the State text­ 
books; nil moneys to he taken therefiom to be 
replaced by the moneys received irom the teach­ 
ers of the common schools in tbe several coun­ 
ties for the hooks lurnished by them to the 
scholars. 
The present year's levy for this purpose 
should provide a fund sufficient for the 
purchase of the 
books 
named above, 
nam ely : Three Readers, one Speller, and 
one Arithm etic. Of this list the Speller 
aud T hird Reader are m anufactured, the 
First Reader nearly through ihe press, and 
the Second Reader and the A rithm etic so 
far advanced as to w arrant the conclusion 
that they will be ready fur distribution as 
soon U3 the funds for their p t -chase can be 
made available under Section 7 quoted 
above. 
In estim ating the am ount which 
should be levied you are advised to confer 
with the County Superintendents of Schools, 
who are hereby requested to render such 
assistance us their knowledge of the wants 
ol the schools of the county may enable 
them to do. I further call your attention 
and that of the Countv Superintendents to 
Section 5 of th e Act under consideration, 
which reads as follows : 
Section 5. Whenever any one or more of the 
State series of school text-books shall have been 
compiled and adopted, the state Board of Edu­ 
cation shall issue au order requiring the uniform 
use of said hook or books in toe common schools 
ot the S tate; but said order for the uniform use 
of said hook or hooks shall not take effect till 
the expiration ot at least one year from the time 
of the completion of Ihe electrotype plates of 
said book or books. Nothing in this Act shall 
be construed to prevent any county or school 
district from adopting any one or more of tiie 
State scries of school text-books whenever said 
book or books shall have been published. 
I atu not able now to give the cost prices 
of the several books. The State Board of 
Education have not as yet the data to fix 
the same. But for the purpose of creating 
the ” revolving fund,” it will probably be 
safe to estimate tbe s¡>eller (which replaces 
the common speller and word analysis) at 
three-fourths the price of ihe speller in use; 
the arithm etic at one-half the cost of Gram ­ 
m ar school arithm etics: and the series of 
three readers at one-third the cost of the 
series in use.

AM ENDM ENT N U M BER ONE. 


Section' 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exem pt under the laws of the 
United states, sbail be taxed in proportion to Its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
(nedits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises atuuaJl 
other m atters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership: provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may bektiTg t * 
the United States, this state, or any county or 
municipal corporation w ithin tins btate, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall lie deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a ¡.art of the realty: and, 
prmi'tnl further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten ol this article: and, 
prmviM further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for tbe exemption from taxation ot ships 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this stale, or may tax such ships ami vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu ol an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust died, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona tide residents >f this state. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law ,require 
each taxpayer in Ibis State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forfli specifically all prop- 
ertv, real and personal,except railroad property, 
«s defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
d>- such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
.his control, at twelve o'clock meridian, on the 
first Monday in March. 


Skc. 10. All property, except tailroad prop- 
ertv, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the countv, city, city aud county, town, tow n- 
sliip. or district in which it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tux of two and 
a half per cent ui«in the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upou the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State ami county taxes nj*on the fran­ 
chise, business, right ol way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferrytioats. when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
sitares of the capital stock, and upon the m ort­ 
gages deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. AU other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be assessed aud taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earning-* earned during the year 
ending on the thirty first day ot December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the (list day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the Ktatc Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre- 
scrftwd by said Board; prondnt, however, that 
the Legislature may at any tim e pass iaws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulatious. In all case s 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State aud partly without this State, the gross a n ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained aud 
determined by tak in g : 


First- Tbe gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wnolly 
within this State. 


Second—The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly w ithin this 
State and partly without this state, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other Sta’es or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the num ber of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used la m aking such earnings, bears to ** he 
■whole num ber of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thru ascertained 


shall be added to the earnings made wliully 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken ami deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all pun>oses of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose or this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to tiie earnings made wholly within this State, 
ail railroads operated as one eys'em shall be 
treated as cue road. One-third of the tax paid 
by eon>orations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
«halt become part of tnc General Fund of this 
State, and two thir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said railroad is 
situated, in proportion to the leBgth of the rail­ 
road operated in tbe several counties. For the 
purroscs of this section a consolidated city and 
comity shall be treated as a county. Any Corpo­ 
ration, association, partnership, person nr per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be­ 
come doe. or within thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right tooperate 
their railroads within this 8tate. The taxes 
herein provided for. together with such penalties 
as the 1 egistattire may impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall he a lien upon tlie property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, and may 
he enforced iu such m anner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the same are situated w ithin the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject tu 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors of the district, at a special election 
held lor that purpose, the s:uao as other prop­ 
erty situated w ithin the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Ami all railroads, as far as they arc situated 
w ithin the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or tow it. shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same os other prop­ 
erty sitnatcd therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notw iihstauding. 


Skc. 11. Income taxes may be assessed and 
collected from persons, corjiorarions, joiut stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this 8late, or any one or more of 
them, in such coses aud amounts and id such 
m anner as shall be prescribed by law. No Court 
within this state shall have power, bv injunc 
tinti or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
il.'lay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a showing that the 
same property lias been taxed more than once 
lor the same purpose in th<> same year, and then 
on 1; upon payment to the Tax Collector, or ¡uto 
Court, of a sum equal to the am ount or one of 
the taxes so laid upon tbe property iu question: 
proritU.fl. that in all eases actions may be m ain­ 
tained n g atn sttlie'lax Collect r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced within thirty da vs after 
such illegal taxes have been pRid. It shall be 
the duty of the Courts iu which such actions 
may be brought, to try them , upon the request 
of either party, In advance of ali other civil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
fo* retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate, until 
such actions shall have been ilually decided. 


No'hing in this am endm ent shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ceount of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty: and all laws in force at the adap* ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therew ith, 
shall remain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The tirst levy 
and paym ent of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be ma le iu the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall t>c upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment.

A S a cram en to P rin te r's D esire to be a 
Boss A n arch ist. 
T here was, in the group of Anarchists 
which exploded the night of May 4ih. at 
Chicago, a printer nam ed John A. Henry, 
who set type and held cases at the Tribune 
comp' eing-room . H e was formerly a com­ 
positor on ’lie D a ily U nion in this city, 
and ;s well remembered hv quite a num ber 
of persons now in this office. 
Ho cam e to 
California from 
M emphis, Tenn., 
and 
learned the trade of printer in the old Cali- 
furnia Ex¡rrcts oflice at Marysville. 
He left 
Sacram ento several years ago. and had been 
lost sight of until the late Socialistic up­ 
heaval in Chicago brought him to the sur­ 
face. 
It appears that of late his spare time 
—two or three days a week—was devoted 
to speech-making, whereby he advocated 
blood and thunder, and was joked by his 
comrades, for at th at time it was not ¡I nat­ 
ural feeling to believe a bomb would ever 
lie throw n at people. 
But alas! the bomb 
was throw n ; the police, confronted with 
the possibility of thousands of arrests, se­ 
lected the leaders, and refused to honor Mr. 
H enry with such a title. 
This the gory- 
minded printer resented. 
He visited the 
station-house and demanded the right of 
incarceration and m artyrdom . 
He was 
politely but firmly kicked out into the 
street. 
H e distributed handbills of some 
kind during the m inorstateof siege follow­ 
ing the massacre, and was arrested, tried 
and sentenced to the Bridewell as an infe­ 
rior offender.

Deferring to 
the inflated Anarchist, the Chicago Current 
says :

Badeau into a corner that poor H enry may 
be a great man for the nonce,and then the 
editor [ ounces upon the subject for a lead­ 
ing editorial. 
We may tell the Kastern 
people not to m ake so m uch of these ignor­ 
ant an . bloody-minded social philosophers. 
It causes them to th in k they have discov­ 
ered a truth. 
It builds the gallows for 
greater num bers of victims. As lor this 
’uan H enry possessing an educated mind, 
the statem ent of the Herald is erroneous. 
He is sm art enough to be a good type­ 
setter. 
H e did not show qualities in Chi­ 
cago, under practica! test, that would justify 
his advancem ent to proof-reader, m uch less 
to assistant telegraph editor, at both of 
w hich tasks he was, in the ordinary course 
of events in a daily office, given opportuni­ 
ties to m ake an im pression on his com­ 
rades. 
H e is m orally honest but danger­ 
ously ignorant as to cause and effect. 
He 
should not be puffed up. The plea in his 
behalf has ber-n that be was crazy—a mono­ 
m aniac 
011 Socialism, and on Socialism 
becaus* it offered a chance for him to be­ 
come fm ious w ithout the exhibition of ex­ 
traordinary m ental ability. To meet Mr. 
H enry on the street and teil him you had 
heard he had m ade a speech, would so con­ 
fuse him with personal gratification as to 
arouse the ordinary observer to a suspicion 
that som ething m ust be wrong with the 
m an.

A N eighborhood S q u ab b le. 
Yesterday a m an nam ed Thom as Booth- 
roid. who lives out in the extrem e eastern 
part of the city, swore out a com plaint in 
J ustice Post's Court against an eleven-year- 
old boy named Klmcr Goodwin, whom be 
accuses of the crime of malicious mischief. 
The alleged offense consisted of the boy 
boring a couple of holes in as m any of com­ 
plainant s 
shade 
trees. 
These 
notes, 
it is claimed, were tilled w ith s a lt; but 
w hether or not the introduction of the salt 
into the tree's wounds aggravates the na­ 
ture of the diabolical crime the Penal Code 
does not say. The eleven-year-old desper­ 
ado stated to a reporter, between sobs, that 
the old m an who had caused his arrest was 
constantly heaping indignities upon his 
(the boy’s) family. 
First, he says, the 
enem y shot a horse belonging to them , and 
011 another occasion, 'vliüe his little brother 
Echo was crossing a field, the 
enemy 
am bushed him and shot and killed his 
com panion, a thoroughbred “ y a ller” dog 
that was the pet of the Goodwin mansion. 
T his was more than the spirit of the proud 
youth could brook. So he liied away to an 
outhouse, and arm ing him sell w ith a rusty 
old bit and brace, he sum m oned his three- 
year-old bonier ruffian brother to his aid, 
and like the knights of old they bore gal­ 
lantly down upon the Bootbroid strong­ 
hold," determined to revenge the death of 
th eir purp or die in the attem pt. 
A couple 
of rare trees, of the variety known as 
" cottonwood.” stood in their pathway, and 
upon them they expended their wrath. 
One b jre l the holes and the other plugged 
them with salt (or rire versa, the boy not 
being very clear in his statem ent). 
No­ 
body accom panied the child in his visit to 
the Justice except Constable Harvey, and 
the Justice concluded—alter hearing the 
story of the knight of the auger—to in­ 
quire deeper into the case before sending 
him to the hostile across the street. 


A B ru ta l M ougollan. 
Yesterday forenoon the people living on 
I- street, between Eleventh and Twelfth, 
had their indignation aroused against a 
Chinese vegetable vender who was cruelly 
beating a crippled old horse that was utterly 
unable to pull the load to which he was 
attached. Some boys who witnessed the 
exhibition of cruelty ran down town and 
informed the police thereof, and officer 
Aimer went to the place and arrested the 
pig-tailed brute. The horse had fallen in 
the gutter, and was too weak from age and 
starvation to get upon his feet. 
It was un­ 
derstood that the pooranim al would be put 
out of his m isery by being shot. 
It is 
gratifying to know that both citizens and 
police officers can take sufficient interest in 
a m atter of this kind to arrest the offender, 
as extrem e cruelty to anim als on the pub­ 
lic streets—especially among the Chinese— 
is a m atter of everyday occurrence. These 
Chinam en seldom purchase a horse of any 
value, but m ake a practice of buying 
broken-down nags, which they get for from 
iive to fifteen dollars, generally at auction. 
A nd w hen one of these crippled and aged 
■ reatures falls into the hands of a white- 
livered Mongolian, then it is that life be­ 
comes to him not worth the living. 
But— 
w hether the offender be white, black, or 
yellow —all that are detected in violating 
the law relating to cruelty to anim als 
should be made to suffer therefor. 


S u rre n d e re d by B ondsm en. 
Som e tim e since a person was allegeil to 
have been robbed in a saloon in W oodland 
kept by a young m an named Eugene 
Stortz, and the latter was arrested on a 
charge of grand larceny growing out of the 
affair. 
He was subsequently released on 
giving bonds, his bondsm en being a resi­ 
dent of W oodland and Jacob Gel>ert, of 
this city. 
On 
Tuesday the W oodland 
bondsm an telephoned to the police here to 
inform Gebert that Stortz was negotiating 
for the sale of his business, and had better 
be surrendered. Stortz, who was then in 
this city, was accordingly surrendered by 
Gebert. On being exam ined at the station- 
house. according to the rule, there was 
timud upon him a long knife, or dagger, 
and accordingly a charge of carrying a con­ 
cealed weapon was entered against the 
voung m an. 
He was in Court yesterday, 
"in com pany w ith Gebert. who said that he 
had no desire to have Stortz restrained of 
iiis liberty, so far as he was concerned, but 
the Court deemed it prudent to hold him 
under the latter charge until it could be 
ascertained w hether or not his Yolo bonds­ 
man wanted him detained.

Some ve rs ago Elsie Reynolds, of San 
Francisco, by her conversion to belief in 
spirit materialization of several prom inent 
people in San Francisco, and in this city 
especially, gained more publicity than she 
had ever before enjoyed, and the reality or 
the deception of her materializations be­ 
came a m atter of warm dispute throughout 
the country. Subsequently Mrs. Reynolds 
came to this city and gave p. public seance 
at the M etropolitan Theater, and m ade a 
miserable failure. The R e c o rh T n io n at 
that tim e exposed her tricks and denounced 
her as a shameless imposter. 
Later still 
she spent some weeks here, and deceived a 
goodlv num ber of otherwise level-headed 
people. One gentleman, in the iron trade, 
was positive that there was no decep­ 
tion. 
because 
the 
seances 
were 
held 
in 
his house, 
and T»e 
him self 
made 
the 
cabinet 
and 
fastened 
it 
in 
a 
way to render deception impossible. Never­ 
theless the woman hoodwinked him and 
all others wlio confided in her. 
About this 
tim e a woman who claimed to have person­ 
ated for Mrs. Reynolds the spirit of the 
daughter of a Sacramento citizen, confesseAl 
the fraud. 
Almost sim ultaneously ex­ 
posures of Mrs. Reynolds were published, 
and some accounts of her doings in Ohio 
recalled, where the spiritualists themselves 
repudiated her. 
The m atter went so far 
that one man whom she duped had her 
arrested for fraud, but he grew weak-kneed 
and the case "petered out,” after long dal­ 
lying in the Courts. 
We believe that Mrs. 
Reynolds was also exposed at San Jose, but 
exposures do not daunt such mettle. 
She 
has continued her exhibitions. 
She has 
rooms at S45 Mission street, San Francisco, 
and there holds m aterializing seances. 
Not long ago some detectives and report­ 
ers of that city determined to fathom her 
tricks. One of the officers attended the 
seances of the Reynolds woman until he 
came to be known as a friend of the cause 
and was fam iliarly addressed as “ Joe.” 
It 
is unnecessary to wade through the col­ 
um ns of detail given by the Examiner of 
seances and silly talk by pretended spirits 
at sittings prior to the exposure of W ednes­ 
day night. 
It m ust suffice to say that 
“ kittle Effie” was a favorite spirit, often 
appearing and talking very coyisbly at 
times, and again very rudely. 
A “ Mr. 
Gruff 
was a familiar also, and in m anner 
“ filled the bill " of his name. The female 
spirits subm itted themselves to be hugged 
and kissed promiscuously in these seances 
by “ believers.” 
H usbands from the grave 
came and embraced living wives, and dead 
wives in spirit form came out of the cabi­ 
net into the dim light, to be kissed by liv­ 
ing sponses. 
” Effie.” the child spirit, 
called spectators into the cabinet, and 
all 
sorts 
of 
ecstatic 
kissing 
was 
tlone—spiritually—chaste of course, 
but 
very like the blood and tiesh article. Those 
who saw through the trickery were in ­ 
dignant at the shameless frauds ; to be­ 
lievers the seances were the most solemn 
and 
awe-inspiring of 
services. 
.1. J. 
Callundan was the detective whom 
the 
Reynolds gang knew as Joe Jewell. 
He 
was detailed to the duty by his principal. 
Two reporters and detective Deasv com­ 
pleted the investigating party who finally 
exposed Elsie. 
Mr. Bogardus mentioned 
in the report below 
is 
a “ believer.” 
“ Charcoal” was the materialized spirit of 
an 
Indian 
girl, 
otherwise 
known 
as 
"S usan.” 
W ith 
this introduction we 
adopt the text of the San Francisco Etam- 
incr's report of the expose ot W ednesday 
night. 
Among the num ber in attendance were 
detective Callundan and the Examiner re­ 
porter, with a reinforcement of another 
member of the reportorial stall, and Jerom e 
Deasy, of H arry Morse's detective staff. 
Once more the spirits of the departed ap­ 
peared. The performance was allowed to 
proceed. No one supposed that w ithin one 
of the reporters' p o c k e t s reposed an infer­ 
nal m achine which would light up 011 the 
instant touch of a m atch and burn with an 
unquenchable fire; that bis associate, wlio 
sat beside him , was there to do his best to 
preveut any attem pt to extinguish i t ; that 
the quiet detective, Deasv, had under his 
coat the badge of a Deputy Sheri If, and w ith­ 
in his pockets a double pair of handcuffs 
to be used if necessary. 
Finally, that detective Cnlladan, sitting 
so quietly in the front row of the specta­ 
tors, was waiting but for the m oment when 
he should hold the chief actor to account. 
The m om ent came. The lesser “ spirits ” 
again gave place to “ Charcoal.” Once 
more she passed about the circle. She 
came at last to the young detective. 
'• Don’t Joe want to kiss Charcoal ?” was 
asked. 
“ Indeed, I do," was answered, and the 
caress was given. 
“ Kiss me again," said the dark spirit of 
air. 
" I will," answered the detective, as he 
folded his arm s about her yielding form 
with hearty good will. 
He said, “ Yum . 
yum !” 
It was the signal. 
The light blazed up and the form of Elsie 
Reynolds, the medium, was seen struggling 
in the embrace of the detective. 
The confederates and dupes rushed to 
the rescue. 
A woman flew like a tigress at the re­ 
porter who was holding the light, crying, 
“ P at out th at light!” 
She was repulsed 
with a shove. 
Four or five of the “ sp irit" crowd, with 
Bogardus at their head, assailed the re­ 
porter ¡11 a frantic attem pt to extinguish 
the light. 
One of them seized a chair and tried to 
brain the torch-bearerw ith it, hut the other 
scribe warded off the blow with another 
chair. 
Another m ade a wild rush for the blaz­ 
ing, sputtering cause of the trouble. The 
reporter dashed it into his face w ith such 
force as to deluge him with a shower of 
sparks. Terrified at this “ m anifestation " 
tiie assailant bolted through the window. 
W hen the row commenced detective 
Deasy, who was sitting in the background, 
pulled out a pair of band cuffs and leaped 
over two women sitting in front of him. 
W .S. Reynolds, husband of the m edium , 
rushed from behind the scenes clad in bis 
shirtsleeves and wearing a phosphorus 
wig, wldcli“ bad formed a part of his “ jig ” 
costume. 
" Let go th at woman ! That's m y wife!" 
he shouted. Seizing the heavy coal-oil 
lamp on the little tabic by the folding doors 
opening into the bed-room, he would have 
broken Callundan s bead with it but for 
the intervention of Deasy. 
The latter 
grasped Reynolds by the band holding the 
lamp. 
Reynolds turned 011 him like a 
wildcat and attem pted to strike him with 
the lamp. 
Deasy, using his assailant's 
arm like a lever, banged the lam p up 
against liis head several times. 
The table was overturned with a fearful 
crash. The light was upheld by the re­ 
porter. and blazed like a beacon over the 
melee, despite the furious efforts made to 
wrest it from him .
